Ford, Hirohito toast stronger ties 


Prison reveals Manson escape plot 


TOKYO (UPI) — Emperor Hirohito 
today welcomed President l ord as the 
first U.S. chief of state to visit Japan 
and said in a toast it was “regret­ 
table” the two countries fought 
in 
World War II. 


Ford, dining at the ancient Imperial 
Palace in a ceremony telecast through­ 
out Japan and in the United States, got 
a promise from Hirohito that the em­ 
peror would visit America next year. 
Ford’s first official day in Japan was 


mostly ceremony although he did visit 


with Prim e Minister Kakuei Tanaka 


about issues ranging from the energy 


crisis and superpower arm s negotia­ 


tions to controversial charges that U.S.

$1.5 million 
S.B. Co. transportation 
plan receives green light 


SAN BERNARDINO (CNS) - The 
county Board of Supervisors finally put 
teeth to the county-wide transportation 
plan Monday by giving the green light 
to SI.5 million in initial expenditures. 
The board approved the joint powers 
agreement amendment between 
San 
Bernardino 
Associated 
Governments, 
10 cities and the county detailing the 
coordinating role of SAN BAG in the 
countywide transit plan. 
The board action allocated six buses 
ano $380.245 in operating and capital 
costs to the West End. 
Next week, the board is expected to 
approve a route implementation plan 
which will cost the county an addition­ 
al $700.000 annually; and is also ex­ 
pected to consider a purchase proposal 
of the bus system operated now by the 
City of San Bernardino. 
The Upland and Montclair city coun­ 
cils also approved the amendment and 
the joint powers agreement officially 
establishing the West Valley Transit 
Service Authority Monday. 
The cities of Ontario and Chino will 
consider the m atters on their council 
agendas tonight. 
The West Valley cities will contribute 
an approximate total of $777,539 for im­ 
plementation ot the first stage of the 
transit service to begin in January 
1975. The cost breakdown by city is 
Chino, 
$100,679; 
Montclair, 
$145,934; 
Upland, $181,056 and Ontario, $349,870. 
The cities’ allocations are derived 
from Senate Bill 325 funds received 
through gas taxes. 
The transit plan has been rife with 
various squabbles and disagreements 
since the first 
discussion. 
Although 
moving into the final stage of getting 
the buses on the road for the general 
public, the conflict continues with a 
clash between the cities of Montclair 
and Ontario over a bus stop. 


The Montclair Council shook a finger 
of warning at the Ontario city staff 
and business community Monday night 
for their “parochial attitude toward 
transportation in the West End." 
Councilman Tom McClure reported 
that some Ontario administrative staff 
members were opposed to the stop at 
the Montclair Plaza in the West End 
yansportation plan. 
The transportation system is to criss­ 
cross the communities of Montclair, 
Ontario. CFIino and Upland and un-in­ 
corporated county areas. It has not yet 
been decided if a fixed route bus sys­ 
tem will be the sole means of public 
transportation, or if the buses will roll 
in conjunction with a dial-a-ride taxi 
service. 
“The staff of Ontario has taken a 
p a r o c h i a l attitude toward trans­ 
portation in the West End,” McClure 
criticized. “ Ontario wants the Mon­ 
tclair Plaza removed from the route. It 
does not see the necessity of serving 
the Montclair Plaza. I would not ask 
that the Ontario Plaza, county build­ 
ings or (Ontario International) Airport 
be excluded.” 
He sharply criticized the objection of 
Ontario retailers to Ontario residents 
shopping in the City of Montclair. 
Mayor Harold Hayes concurred, say­ 
ing “The transportation plan seems 
like a good plan. To cut out any part 
of it seems fruitless. It’s a two-way 
street. People from Montclair shop in 
Ontario.” 
M a y o r Pro-tem Ernest 
Rowley 
moved that the council go on record 
affirming that the Montclair Plaza be 
a stop on any fixed route system in the 
West End. The motion, seconded by 
Councilman Paul Jones, passed unani­ 
mously.

Auto industry near 


'depression stage'

As autos go so goes the U.S. econo­ 
my. And the auto industry is on the 
verge of a 1930s-type depression, ac­ 
cording to top company and union 
executives and the mayor of belea­ 
guered Detroit. 
The warning came following a meet­ 
ing Monday between Chrysler Corp. 
Chairman Lynn Townsend, United Auto 
Workers President Leonard Woodcock 
and Detroit Mayor Coleman A. Young. 
They agreed at a news conference 
that only action from Washington could 
stem layoffs nearing Depression Era 
levels in the auto industry. 
“ Washington has forgotten how criti­ 
cal this industry is to the U.S. econo­ 
m y,” Woodcock said. 
“What happens to this industry in 
Detroit is going to happen to the rest 
of the economy if it is not stopped,” 
said Young. 
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nuclear weapons have been taken into 
Japan. 
The only discordant note came when 
Tokyo’s left-wing mayor, Ryokichi Min- 
obe, complained in a news conference 
that Ford had refused to discuss the 
nuclear weapons issue with him during 
an official courtesy call. 


The symbolic nature of Ford’s visit 
—designed to underline 
the 
mutual 
friendship of the two countries, rather 
than to produce major new treaties 
—was clearly visible in the state ban­ 
quet given by Hirohito. 
“ I think it was regrettable that, in 
spite of the friendly relations we had 
between the two nations, there was an 
unfortunate period,” Hirohito said in 
his toast. “However, since the end of 
the w ar Japan has striven for con­ 
structive development of this countrv.” 
Hirohito thanked the United States 
for helD extended to Japan during the 
120 years of diplomatic relations be­ 
tween the two countries. 
Ford 
responded 
by 
saying 
“the 
United States is determined to perpe­ 
tuate the unique ties that link our two 
nations for the common good.” 
The ceremony took place in the Im­ 
perial Palace, the grounds of which 
were laid out in 1631, not far from the 
soct where Hirohito yielded to pressure 
from Japan’s m ilitary rulers in 1941 
and approved a declaration of war 
against the United States. 
Heavy security precautions prevailed 
everywhere Ford want. 
But despite 
fears to the contrary, the President 
spent his first full day in the Land of 
the Rising Sun without seeing a single 
demonstrator 
A strike by 3.5 million transit and 
communications workers, triggered in 
part by Ford’s visit, made life hard for 
7.8 million commuters. But the wal­ 
kout. which lasted from 12 to 15 hours, 
had no impact on Ford himself and po­ 
lice said there were no incidents. 
Demonstrations in 1960 caused the 
’are President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
to cancel a planned trip to Japan at 
the last minute, and there had been 
leare that leftist extremists and other 
demonstrators would m ar the Ford vis­ 
it. But 'he threatened mass demon­ 
strations failed to materialize. 
The 73-\ear-cld emperor, once reve­ 
red as a “living god,” read his toast 
slowly in a halting voice. Then he 


stood at attention while an orchestra 
played “ The Star Spangled Banner” 
and touched his champagne glass to 
that of Ford. 
Ford’s day started with a formal 
welcome from Hirohito at the Geihin- 
kan. 
Japan’s 
official 
guest 
house, 
where the President is staying. 
There, in a courtyard under a cloud­ 
less sky, the 38th President of the 
United 
States 
and 
Japan’s 
124th 
sovereign —each dressed in formal 
morning clothes —bcwed and shook 
hands. 
The em peror’s band played both na­ 
tional anthems and the Michigan fight 
song. 
The President drove with Hirohito to 
the centuries-old Imperial Palace. Sub­ 
dued cries of “banzai” (lcrg live the 
emperor) went up from the crowds, 
mostly women in kimonos and school- 
age youngsters. Only one sign, which 
said “ Welcome President Ford,” was 
visible. 
Some 
15,000 security guards 
pro­ 
tected 
the 
two 
leaders, 
lining 
the 
streets at 10-yard intervals. Formally 
clad Secret Service agents surrounded 
Ford. Helicopters hovered over the 29- 


car motorcade. 
During a 10-minute private meeting 
in the palace. Hirohito introduced Ford 
to Empress Nagako, his 70-year-old 
wife of 50 years. No women were pre­ 
sent at any of the formal ceremonies 
because Ford’s wife Betty, recovering 
from cancer surgery, had been unable 
to accompany her husband. 


Ford presented the emperor with a 
trianguter-shaped 
Steuben 
sculpture 
and a gold-framed autographed photo­ 
graph of himself. Hirohito presented 
the President with framed color photo­ 
graphs of himself and the empress. 
In a buret of classic U.S. political 
hand-shaking, Ford stopped his limous­ 
ine just outside the palace when he left 
and greeted a crowd of about 1,500 lin­ 
ing the curb. Then he drove on to the 
guest house for his meeting with Ta­ 
naka, 
who is 
fighting 
charges 
he 
amassed a large personal fortune while 
in public office. 


Secretary of State Henry A 
Kissi­ 
nger said Tanaka and Ford talked ex­ 
tensively about the energy crisis, an 
im oorant topic to Japan because that 
nation must imoort 80 per cent of its 
oil. 


Playing Russian roulette? 
3 friends booked after 
area man shot to death 


A 20-year-oid Pomona man was shot 
to death Monday night and police ar­ 
rested three of his friends while inves­ 
tigators attem pted to determine how 
the shooting occurred. 
The victim, Malcomb Andre Young, 
was pronounced dead on arrival at Po­ 
rn o a a 
Valley Community 
Hospital 
shortly before 7 p.m. He had a bullet 
wound in his right temple 
The incident occurred in Young's 
apartm ent at 585 N. Dudley St. Police 
officers Paul Hitt and John 
Miller 
found Young lying on the livingroom 
floor there when they answered the re­ 
port of a shooting telephoned by the 
apartm ent house manager. 


Investigators subsequently arre-ted 
Robert Lewis Samuels, 19, and Ronald 
Anthony Murray, 19, both of 2107 Ava­ 
lon Ave., Pomona, and Kevin Lamon.' 
Wright, 20, 2443 Manville St., Pomona, 
or suspicion ot murder. They were still 
in custody this morning. 
Investigators said Samuels, who was 
arrested at the scene of the shooting, 
told them that Young shot himself 
while playing a game of Russian rou­ 
lette with Wright. 
The weapon, a .22-caliber revolver, 
was found lying beside the victim ’s 
body. 
Wright, and Murray were arrested 
several hours after the shooting. 


Dad held in shotgun slayings of his 3 children 


DENVER (UPI) — Lynn Ortega was 
folding clothes when she glanced to­ 
ward her neighbor's home and saw 
Raymond Yost pulling into the drive­ 
way of his estranged wife with his 
three children in the car. 
“ I was in the back yard and heard a 
loud boom,” Mrs, Ortega said. “ I got 
up and he was getting rn his station 
wagon. I thought someone had hit my 
car. 
"Just after that Carol (Yost) drove 
up and ran in the house and then came 
out screaming, 
‘Oh, 
my 
god, 
my 
babies, my precious babies.’” 
Inside Mrs Yost’s home police found 
the bodies of the three children. Twins 


Michael and Michelle, who would have 
been 5 years old Nov. 22. and Julie, 3, 
Yost’s by a previous marriage, were 
found in separate bedrooms. 
Each had been killed by shotgun 
blasts. 
Police said they found a note from 
Yost to his wife which read: 
“ I’m 
going to leave you the same way I 
found you before we were married, 
with no kids." 
Police found four spent shotgun shell 
casings in the home. Mrs. Yost's two 
children from her previous m arriage 
were at school and were not harmed. 
After the shootings. Yost reportedly 
telephoned his wife at work and told 


her to come home. Police said he then 
fled in the family’s brown station wa­ 
gon. He was arrested in Buena Vista. 
“ Yost offered no resistance to the ar­ 
resting officers and a shotgun was 
found cn the back seat in the vehicle,” 
authorities said. 
Officials said Mrs. Yost apparently 
left the children with their father at 
his home Monday morning when she 
went to work. Yost allegedly drove the 
children to his wife’s home, where the 
slayings occurred. 
Neighbors told police the Yosts ar­ 
gued frequently and said Yost recently 
had undergone treatm ent at a local 
mental health center. 


VACAVILLE. Calif. (UPI) - Con­ 
victed mass m urderer Charles Manson 
was transferred from the medical fa­ 
cility here to maximum security Fol­ 
som Prison last month after author- 
oritiees discovered an escape plot in­ 
volving guns and grenades. 
J e s s Marquez, 
program 
admin­ 
istrator of the unit in which Manson 
was held at the medical prison, said 
Monday the plot was uncovered when 
authorities 
found 
five 
letters 
from 
Manson hidden in another inmate’s cell 
Sept. 19. 
Two letters were addressed to the in­ 
m ate, who was not identified, and the 
others were apparently to be smuggled 
out of the prison to two one-time mem­ 


bers of the Manson “family,” Lynette 


Fromme and Sandra Good. 


The letters to the inmate ‘‘told him 


to contact these two girls regarding a 


possible 
escape 
attem pt,” 
Marquez 


said. “ He (Manson) wanted to find out 
about 
any 
‘equipment’ 
they 
might 
have—I deem that to mean guns. He 
also mentioned grenades.” 
Marquez said the letters showed that 
Manson was “ at least starting to think 
about escape seriously,” although no 
part of the escape plot was put into 
action. 
Prison officials said they had no idea 
how the inmate got the letters since he 
was in another unit with no contact 


with Manson. The inmate might have 
been able to smuggle them out of pri­ 
son, they said. 
Medical 
prison 
superintendent 
T. 
Lawrence Clanon said permission had 
been given for Manson to carry on a 
“closely 
censored” 
correspondence 
with the two women. 
He said 
the 
letters 
which 
went 
through the prison post office con­ 
tained no hint of an escape attempt. 
The correspondence was stopped as 
soon as the illicit letters were found. 
Manson, who turned 40 last week, 
and three other members of his “fami­ 
ly” were convicted of murdering ac­ 
tress Sharon Tate and six others in Los 
Angeles.

Inland nuclear plants seen wasting precious water

U.S. productivity is dropping, few 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (UPT) - if Cali­ 
fornians don’t find a way to put nucl­ 
ear power plants on the ocean shore, 
despite objections from environmental­ 
ists. reactors in the desert will drink 
up the w ater that southern cities need, 
a water agency official said Monday. 
He suggested setting aside a “nucl­ 
ear park” on the coast where elec­ 
tricity-generating reactors can oe built 
and cooled by ocean water, to ease 
fears that the shoreline will be marred 
by a chain of reactors all along the 
coast. 
The current thinking, 
forcing 
the 
reactors back into the desert, aggra­ 


vates the area’s w ater supply problem, 
said David Kennedy, assistant general 
manager of the Metropolitan Water 
District, the largest water use agency 
in Southern California. 
He spoke to some 100 delegates from 
western states at the annual confer­ 
ence of the Colorado 
River 
Water 
Users Association. 
“Diverting Colorado River w ater tor 
power plant cooling is a questionable 
use of the water needed by our cities,” 
Kennedy said. 
The coastal planning 
commissions 
thus hold the key to the future water 
supplies of Calitomia cities, he argued. 


because it they insist on barring nucl 
ear power plants trom the coast, by 
the year 1990 nuclear plants in the de­ 
sert will require a “staggering” 300.000 
acre feet ot water a year—more than 
half the available supply from the ri­ 
ver. 
The water district in turn must meet 
fhe demands of the utility groups be­ 
cause of the need for electrical powei 
in the cities, he said. 
Metropolitan, which supplies water to 
more than 100 California cities, is al­ 
ready committed to supplying 100.000 
acre teet of water a year for desert 
nuclear power plants in the 1980s, he 


said. 
Gilbert Stamm, Interior Department 
commissioner of reclamation, warned 
the delegates there could be a water 
shortage by the year 2000, because of 
the water needed by the coal mining 
and other energy-producing operations 
in the upper basin. 
“ It is estimated that about 870,000 
acre feet of water will be needed an­ 
nually in the upper basin by the vear 
2000 to meet the requirements ot about 
20 major energy development protects 
which are in various stages of oper­ 
ation. construction or planning.” 
With the addition of increased de­ 


mands by municipal, agricultural, en- 
v i r o n in e n t a I and industrial users 
“these competing us^s in the Colorado 
River basin could result in significant 
water shortages bv the year 2000.” he 
said. 
Wyoming Gov. Stan Hathaway told 
the conference that 
Americans are 
spending too much time studying the 
problems ot energy and food needs, 
and not doing enough about them 
“Environmental radicals will have to 
bend” :>o that programs can get mov­ 
ing without the 
delay 
induced 
by 
“studies that, continue on and on and 
gather dust on the shelf,” he said. 


U.S. productivity is dropping, fewer 
people want to work, and Americans 
have become stalled by “ talking too 
long about the problem instead of the 
solution,” he said. 
“We can’t say that we are not going 
to develop the mineral resources, not 
going to try to develop more agricul­ 
ture in our areas. We can’t take pride 
30 years from now standing on a peak, 
saying look what we have saved for 
ourselves, if this coufry has a different 
form of government, and if we become 
subservient to nations that better use 
their resources, like the Soviet Union is 
doing,” he said.

Teachers, staff ask midyear 


pay boost to cover inflation 


Walnut VaJlev School District teach­ 
ers and classified employes submitted 
proposals at Monday’s meeting of rhe 
school board, asking for a mid-year in­ 
crease in salaries to meet the rising 
cost of living. 
C lassified employes, represented by 
the California School Emplov-es Asso­ 
ciation, Chapter 446,’ asked the !x>ard 
for a 3 per cent increase to counteract 
the effects of inflation. 
Walnut teachers, represented by the 
Certificated Employe Council, asked 
the board for a 12.6 per cent increase 
cn teachers salaries. Jerry Dutton, a 
representative of the council, asked the 
board to consider the increase along 
with 17 other proposals. 
The other proposals included reduc­ 
ing the number of teaching days from 
176 to 175; that the district provide a 
$10.000 life insurance policy tor each 
emplove: and that all extra-pay posi­ 
tions such as home teachers, depart­ 
ment chairmen and reading coordina­ 
tors receive the sam e salary adjust­ 
ment as all other district teachers. 


The projwsals tor salary increases. 
;n addition to the 17 CEC proposals, 
will be discussed and reviewed at a 
public board meeting to be held Nov. 
25 at 7 p.m. at Walnut High School. 
However, action on the proposals will 
rrot take place until the Dec. 2 board 
meeting. 
In other action the board approved a 
resolution calling for the sale of S710.- 
000 in school bonds. 
According to Ray McMullen, assis­ 
tant district superintendent of person­ 
nel 
and development, “the sale of 
bonds won’t affect taxes.” It will have 
very little impact on the tax rate ei­ 
ther up or down,” he said.

The Upland City Council approved a 
2l v per cent pay increase for city em­ 
ployes Monday night, passing along to 
the city’s 283 workers a $120,000 fund 
balance surplus. 
The 2V2 per cent pay hike, added to 
the 7\ • per cent salary increase given 
the city employes last spring, brings 
the total personnel wage raise tor the 
year to 10 per cent. 
The salary increase was proposed by 
Councilman Harold Bailin, who initially 
raised the possibility at a council meet­ 
ing on Nov. 4. 
Councilwoman 
Ina 
Petokas 
voted 
against the measure, pointing out that 
an across-the-board wage increase of 
$178.88 would benefit the employes n 
fhe lowest wage brackets more than a 
percentage increase. 
Councilman John E. McCarthy, a re­ 
tired police officer, abstained from vot­ 
ing cm the wage hike, maintaining that 
to do so might involve him in a conilict 
of interest. 
In addition to Bailin. Mayor ,Abner 
Haldeman and Councilman George M. 
Gibson voted in favor ol the proposal. 
Ernie Miller, political chairman of 
the Association of City Employes, told 
the council prior to the vote that he 
thought that the emploves should be gi­ 
ven a choice of a straight increase of a 
determined amount or a percentage in­ 
crease. He also suggested that cove­ 
rage of medical premiums might be in­ 
cluded in a benefit improvement for 
employes.

Four Arab guerrillas slain; 22 in apartment house hurt 
Grenade attack on Israelis kills 


BEIT SHEAN, Israel (UPI) - Four 
Arab guerrillas hurling hand grenades 
as they attacked brust into a three-sto­ 
ry concrete apartment house in this 
northern Israeli border town early to­ 
day They were shot to death by Is­ 
raeli 
commandos 
who 
stormed 
the 
building, Israeli officials said. 


The Israeli command said four Is­ 
raelis, three men and a woman, were 
killed by the guerrillas. Another 22 per­ 
sons, mostly children, were treated at 
the hospital in nearby Afula for in­ 
juries suffered when they leaped from 
the windows of the three-story build­ 
ing. 


Some children escaped when their 
parents wrapped them in bed sheets 
and lowered them to safety with clo­ 
thesline. 
Witnesses said that when the shoot­ 
ing was over, five or six angry men 
ran into the building and threw the 
guerrillas’ corpses, one of them head­ 
less, out the window. They ignited the 
bodies with cans of gasoline before the 
police could disperse the mob and put 
out the blaze with a fire hose. 
Defense Minister Shimon Peres cal­ 
led the commando action “fast, daring 
and to the point.” But the militant 
Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine 
said 
the 
guerrillas 
blew 
themselves up with grenades before 
they could be captured ard that they 
took “ many” Israelis with them. 
Witnesses said the guerrillas entered 
the town at about 4 a.m., apparently 
irom Jordan, and were soon spotted. 
They opened fi>*e with light weapons 
and ran into the house on Hagiborim 
Street, less than five miles from the 
river border with Jordan. 
As tenants fled the building the guer­ 


rillas shot the lock off the door and 
entered 
the 
apartment 
of 
Yehuda 
Bebas. Neighbors said Bebas jumped 
out another window with two of his 
children when the guerrillas set off 
their first explosions. Mrs. Bebas was 
killed. 


Police and green-bereted border pa­ 
trolmen ringed the building and at 7:55 
a.m charged up the stairs and down 
the corridor. They smashed in the door 
of the Bebas apartment and shot the 
g u e r r i l l a s at close quarters, the 
sources said. 
An arm y spokesman said PDFLP 
leaflets found in the guerrilla knap­ 
sacks called for the release of 20 Arab 
guerrilla suspects held in Israeli jails, 
including Greek Cathoiic Archbishop 
Hilarion Capucci of East Jerusalem, 
accused 
of 
smuggling 
weapons 
to 
Arabs in the occupied West Bank. 


In Beirut, an official of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization said the Arab 
attack was another phase in the Pales­ 
tinian revolution. 
Ahmed Abdel Rahmau, editor of the 
PLO magazine Al Thawra. said he did 
not think guerrilla raids harmed poli­ 
tical negotiations for peace. 
“The 
Viet 
Cong 
continued 
their 
struggle in the field while thev were 
talking peace in Paris.” he said. “ We 
are doing the same thing.” 
The PLO acts as an umbrella tor the 
main guerrilla groups including the 
Popular Democratic Front for the Li­ 
beration of Palestine, which claimed 
responsibility for the attack. 
The Front said in Damascus that the 
building housed “a number of enemy 
intelligence officers and their famil­ 
ies.” 
Witnesses said the 
Arabs, 
armed 


with grenades and rifles, sneaked into 
town just before dawn and shot their 
way into the four-story building on Ha­ 
giborim Street. 
A man hurled himself from the third 
floor to escape the guerrillas. Two chil­ 
dren 
ran 
out 
of 
the 
apartments 
screaming that the Arabs had shot 
their parents. 
Sirens cut the early morning dar­ 
kness and residents raced to concrete 
bunkers and shelters located on every 
street in the northern Israeli U wn. 
“ People began running out down the 
streets when the first rcund of shots 
came.” Michael Saguy said. “ I saw 
fathers stringing their children down 
the laundry line wrapped in sheets.” 
Saguy, a 
tenant 
in 
the 
besieged 
building, said one small boy wailed 
over and over “ my legs are broken, 
my legs are broken.” 
Israeli troops ringed the building and 
exchanged fire with the commandos 
for three hours before launching an as­ 
sault at 8 a.m. 
Moments later, the national 
radio 
said, "security forces have succeeded 
in wiping out the terrorist ring and all 
four have been killed.” 
Women of the town gathered outside 
the 
apartm ent 
building 
and 
wailed 
loudly in grief. 
Fire trucks had ro 
spray the crowd with water hoses to 
clear a passage for the wounded. 
Beit Shean, 55 miles north of Jerusa­ 
lem, is inhabited mostly by Jewish im­ 
migrants from Arab countries. It wa* 
often shelled before the 1967 Middle 
East War. but has been quiet since 
then. 
The attack was the first Arab takeo­ 
ver of an Israeli building since June 
24.

Bus riders stranded as Greyhound drivers strike

Greyhound bus drivers and other work­ 
ers went on strike Monday, stranding 
p a s s e n g e r s throughout the United 
States and jamming the buses ot the 
line’s principal competitor. 


Negotiations broke off and it appear­ 
ed the strike would last for at least 
several days, or longer. 


The strike against Greyhound, the 
major nationwide bus line, left passen­ 
gers stranded from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific and the Canadian border to 
Mexico. 


The passengers, from a bewildered 
\m ish farm couple in Detroit to an 
angry Marine in Los Angeles, tried to 
find alternatives. 
As the strike began late Monday 
morning and Monday afternoon, dri­ 
vers began pulling in :o the nearest 
terminals to drop off passengers, their 
joumevs 
abruptly 
halted. 
Terminal, 
maintenance and office workers locked 
sip the depots. 
“ The buses are coming to a rest as 
»hey get to a point where they can 
step,” said Salt Lake City Terminal 
Manager Bob Lindberg. He said it was 


impossible tor supervisors :o keep the 
bus service going. 


Wandering fn the Detroit terminal 
was a young Arnish couple, particular­ 
ly hard hit bv the strike. The tenets of 
their religion, which prizes simplicity, 
forbid them to travel by auto or air­ 
plane. but bus travel is acceptable.

Chrysler plans new layoffs, but denies

DETROIT (UPI) - Auto workers 
faced yet another round of massive la­ 
yoffs today as Chrysler Corp.. plagued 
by an inventory of unsold cars that 
could last nearly four months, moved 
to trim 50,000 cars from production 
schedules. 


The nation's No. 3 automaker denied 
reports thafr it planned a December 
shutdown of all its plants, but said it 
would impose “substantial” layoffs in 
efforts to cut production in December. 


A system-wide shutdown would have 
idled up to 114,000 workers in the most 
massive layoff in auto industry history.

derly patients in 23,000 nursing homes 
“ have actually encountered abuse and 
physical danger, including unsanitary 
conditions, fire hazards, poor or un­ 
wholesome 
food, 
infections, 
adverse 
drug reactions, over-tranquilizauon and 
frequent medication errors.” 


The study is the first of an unusual 
series of reports on the nation’s fast- 
growing nursing home industry7 con­ 
ducted by the Senate Special Com­ 
mittee on Aging. 


Cut sugar use 


in half, Ford 


tells Americans 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford has asked Americans to cut their 
normal sugar intake in half 
as 
a 
means 
oi 
combating 
rising 
sugar 
prices. 
In a statement issued in Washington 
Monday, Ford who was visiting Japan, 
increased the import quota —the maxi­ 
mum amount oi sugar that can be le­ 
gally imported into the United States 
—to 7 million short tons in 1975. The 
quota this year was 6.7 million tons. 
Ford coupled his plan for consumer 
restraint with a complicated foreign 
trade action aimed at boosting sugar 
production at home and opening the 
lucrative U.S. market to almost all su­ 
gar exporters, not just a favored few. 


Under a new “ global system ,” U.S. 
refiners will be tree to buy sugar from 
any exporting nation except Cuba. The 
Sugar Act, which expires Dec. 31. lim­ 
ited imports to Brazil, Venezuela, the 
Philippines, and a few other desig­ 
nated countries. 


The reason for Ford’s actions is ob­ 
vious to any shopper. The price of su­ 
gar on 
the 
supermarket 
shelf 
has 
tripled this year, and a one-pound bag 
that sold for 18 cents on Jan. i now 
costs 60 or 65 cents. 
Ford said the chief problem is that 
demand for sugar has outstripped pro­ 
duction and there are not enough sugar 
cane and sugar beets to satisfy the 
world’s sweet tooth.

Should they be revived in case of violence? 
Saxbe, Kelley at odds over 'tricks'

Attorney 
General William B. Saxbe and FBI Di­ 
rector Clarence M. Kelley are at odds 
over whether the late J. Edgar Hoo­ 
ver’s 
campaign 
of 
“ dirty 
tricks” 
against domestic groups should be re­ 
vived if violence similar to the 1960s 
occurs again. 
Saxbe is against such operations and 
Kelley would favor them. 
Saxbe released a report detailing the 
late FBI director’s 15-year counterin­ 
telligence program against radical and 
political groups Monday, He said he 
would not condone a revival of the pro­ 
gram even if violence of the 1960s were 
to happen again. 
The Justice Department report reve­ 


aled that the campaign, code-named 
“Cointelpro,” included not only stan­ 
dard criminal investigations but some 
illegal and unconstitutional disruptions 
by infiltration, spreading of false infor­ 
mation and other tactics intended to 
neutralize the New Left, black extrem ­ 
ists, white hate groups and political or­ 
ganizations. 
Kelley, who appeared at a joint news 
conference with Saxbe, said he would 
favor reviving Hoover’s program if the 
hombing, rioting, and other revolu­ 
tionary activities of the 1960s ever oc­ 
curred again. 
“ For the FBI to have done less un­ 
der the circumstances (the bombings, 
riots, and deaths of the 1960’s era) 
would have been an abdication of its 


responsibilities 
to 
the 
American 
people.” Kelley said in a statement is­ 
sued later. 
However, Keilev stressed any new 
counterintelligence program would be 
subject to approval of the attorney 
general and Congress. 
Hoover con­ 
ducted his activities largely in secret. 
Saxbe disagreed. “ 1 think we are 
now waging an effective campaign in 
this country against our domestic di­ 
version and we’re doing it without the 
aid of any kind of disruption.” he said. 
He added he couid not “foresee” any 
emergency situation that would require 
such activities again and denounced 
the “disruptive” aspects of Cointelpro 
as tactics that cannot be condoned in a 
free society.

chines to Micronesia, and the 
management of the colorful 
new Saipan Continental Hotel 
hopes to add casino gambling 
to attract tourists to the Ma­ 
riana Islands, 
Three casualties were listed 
during construction of the se- 
v e ri-s t o r y , 185-room hotel 
overlooking Micro beach on 
the west side of Saipan. Ail 
three were elevator techni­ 
cians who suffered varying 
degrees of nervous exhaustion 
trying 
to 
keep 
the 
hotel’-, 
three elevators in operation 
when the island’s 10.000 resi­ 
dents swarmed into the lobby 
tor 
their 
first 
ride 
in 
an 
elevator. 
Long lines extending to the 
>treet 
waited 
patiently

silently 
and 
swiftly to the top of the build­ 
ing. The alert 
management 
commemorated the occasion 
by issuing “I-Rode-The-Eleva- 
tor” cards to first timers.

But else­ 
where on Saipan nickel aid 
dime slots have been intra- 
duced. 
One local police officer ad­ 
mitted losing $1.500 to the is­ 
land’s slots since they were 
introduced, last May. and the 
management ot the hotels on 
Saipan agree that ruies must

Thomas S. Dawson, director 
of hotel operations for Con­ 
tinental Airlines, said the Sai­ 
pan Continental was planned 
for immediate conversion into

Tsraeli-occupied 
Syria (UPI) — Within potshot 
raiv e of Soviet-made cannons 
across the cease-fire line, a 
vanguard of Russian Jews la­ 
bor quietly to settle a new 
homestead in what they de­ 
clare is their new lard. 


The 20 families that call 
themselves Aliya 70 share a 
conviction with the 1.500 other 
resident Israelis on the occu­ 
pied Golan Heights that this 
rock-strewn plain overlooking 
the Sea of Galilee will never 
return to Arab hands. 
“ Without making an ideolo­ 
gy of it. we have come to the 
conclusion 
that 
the 
Golan 
Heights must remain Jewish 
and that it is our duty to 
settle it, to settle an impor­ 
tant place for Israel,” said 
E m a n u e l 
Diamant, 
the 
group's internal secretary and 
a native of Kiev in the Uk­ 
raine. 
Thourh most Soviet immi­ 
grants head for the nation's 
cities, the government is in­ 
creasingly 
trying 
to 
settle 
them in outlying regions that 
s u f f e r from underpopula- 
tion. 
On the Golan Heights alone, 
where 
IS settlements have 
been set up since it was cap­ 
tured from Syria in 1967, ano­ 
ther five are in the planning 
stage, including an industrial 
town of 5,000 families tenta­ 
tively called Golamt. 
Just how well Golamt suc­ 
ceeds 
in 
attracting 
Soviet 
newcomers, by far Israel’s 
b i g g e s t immigrant group. 


could be put to the test by the 
Aliya 70 experiment. 
Living in red-roofed pre­ 
fabricated bungalow-s on the 
northwestern slope of the Go­ 
lan plateau, the group is wait­ 
ing for 
the 
completion 
of 
b u i l d i n g s further east to 
house and provide a liveli­ 
hood for an eventual total of 
50 families. 


On its new site five miles 
from the U.N.-policed milita­ 
ry disengagement zone that 
separates Israeli and Syrian 
forces, the industrial cooper 
ative will manufacture elec 
tronic parts and Teflon mate­ 
rials, if all goes according to 
plan. 
“ Right now. we make our 
living by supplying the neigh­ 
boring settlements with light­ 
ing installations and other 
electrical 
equipment.” 
said 
Mark Davidoff, 48. an au­ 
tomotive engineer who immi­ 
grated to Israel after the 1963 
Arab-Israel war. A native of 
Baku, the Soviet oil port on 
the Caspian Sea, he spent 
einht years in Sweden before 
moving on. 
The Aliya 70 roster includes 
six engineers, two metalwor­ 
kers. an economist and a che­ 
mical technician. There are 
also a symphony pianist and 
a cello player who have been 
retrained for technical jobs. 
“ It was clear to us that we 
didn’t want to set up another 
agricultural settlement.” Dia­ 
mant said, recalling how his 
group went about formulating 
their plans soon after the first 


families from the Kiev area 
met in a Beersheba apart­ 
ment. 
“ Most of us believed that 
we had to settle in an isolated 
spot, far from the city, and 
under conditions whereby all 
of us could work in our pro­ 
fessions. or if we had to, go 
into other fields as a first 
stage.”

About 4,000 
will reach the United States 
during 1974, say officials of 
the Jewish Agency, the na­ 
tion’s clearinghouse for immi­ 
grant services. 
Agency officials profess dis­ 
appointment with the defec­ 
tors but not much surprise. 
“ Some will always leave, so 
don’t take it so tragically,”

the

Agency executive chairman, 
said. 
“ Just because you idealize 
Israel so much while you’re 
in Russia, you naturally get 
disillusioned 
here,” 
Fanya 
said. “ Usually it’s easier for 
young people than for elderly 
people who are used to their 
old ways.” 
She walked out the door of 
the cool concrete bungalow 
and into a parching dry Golan 
breeze. “ Isn't it terribly hot

BETHEL, Maine (UP!) - 
It’s hard to believe there isn’t 
a doctor out there somewhere 
who wouldn't like to set up 
his practice 
m this lovely 
small community. 
But the town of Bethel, 
tucked in a hilly comer of the 
state near the White Moun­ 
tain National Forest some 60 
miles 
from 
Portland, 
has 
gone 10 years without a gen­ 
eral practitioner to care for 
its 2.500 residents. 
Last week in desperation. 
18 Berhe! citizens held up a 
34-foot banner at the televised 
New England Pacriocs-Cleve- 
land Browns football game at 
Schaefer Stadium in Foxboro, 
Mass. 
“Bethel, Maine, needs an 
the banner said. 
Now 10 years of writing to 
medical schools and hospitals 
and advertising in profession­ 
al journals may have come to 
an end for the town because 
of that homemade banner. 
Town fathers have received 
two resumes, one from a doc­ 
tor in Massachusetts and the 
other from a medical student 
in Cormeiticut, asking to be 
considered for the job. 
As it stands now, two part- 


time 
doctors 
in 
the 
area 
serve Bethel’s population as 
well as another 3JO0 people 
in the nearby communities of 
Locke Mills, Andover, Green­ 
wood and Bryant Pond. 
One doctor is in ill health 
and the other is a specialist 
who can devote only two af­ 
ternoons a week to genera! 
medicine. 
“One of the problems is we 
are not close to a major me­ 
dical community,” says John 
Laban, president of the Beth­ 
el Health and Service Council, 
a 
nonprofit 
citizens’ 
group 
that has provided much of the 
impetus for the effort to find 
the town a doctor. 
“Doctors enjoy the compa­ 
ny of other professionals,” he 
said. 
But Bethel does offer lovely 
old homes, plenty of nearby 
ski areas, an excellent pri­ 
vate academy, and relative 
proximity to 
Portland 
and 
Boston. 
Its citizens are raising mo- 
nev for a gleaming medical 
clinic, scheduled to open next 
summer and stocked with all’ 
the latest equipment a gener­ 
al health clinic needs, except 
the physician.

When city leaders from throughout, 


the country devote hundreds of hours 
to a single 
10-minute speech about 
their communities, the stakes are inva­ 


riably high. 
Usually that means money — the life 
blood ol city government. 
But there are no multimillion dollar 
federal grants on the line in San Diego 
today, where the civic leaders of Po­ 
mona and 20 other American cities are 
gathered to present the story of their 
cities. 


What is at stake is the one thing a 


city cannot buy: an image and national 
recognition as a progressive city dedi­ 


cated to improving itself through the 


efforts of its own citizens.

Developer scores in dispute with 
environmentalists; conditions eased 


The La Verne City Council averted 
an impasse between a valley developer 
and its staff Monday night by ham m er­ 
ing out a compromise that made it 
easier to proceed with plans to build 
12-5 homes northwest of Base Line 
Road and Emerald Avenue. 
Richard Lewis, a partner in Lewis 
Homes of Upland, had charged that the 
city staff had set up conditions that 
would have “ turned my houses into 
Rolls Royces.” 


He complained, that the Commission 
on Environmental Quality the Plann­ 
ing Commission and the Community 
Development 
Committee was asking 
him to “solve the nation's environmen­ 
tal problems on this one tract.” 
The staff had asked the council to 
dferr- the proposed subdivision, because 
there already were enough homes in 
La Verne. But should the council not 
fallow that recommendation, the three 


groups set 15 conditions to follow in 
granting Lewis’ proposal. 
The conditions included less density 
than the ordinance now calls for. thi­ 
cker insulation in the homes, saving of 
existing citrus trees, extra thick win­ 
dows to keep out noise, fire retardant 
roofs with extra wide overhang, un- 
deruround utilities, and others. 


When Lewhs objected, the CEQ ac­ 
cused 
him of creating a 
“smokes­ 
creen . . . to help this company avoid 
the 
costs 
of 
the 
measures 
recom­ 
mended . . . to lessen the adverse en­ 
vironmental impact of the proposed 
project.” 
But the council sympathized with the 
developer, and knocked out four of the 
toughest conditions: the extra low den­ 
sity, the fire retardant roofs, oversized 
streets trees, and undulating, rather 
than parallel sidewalks. 
Then the council worked out compro­ 


mises or. the removal of the trees so 
that it could be done gradually, re­ 
duced the insulation requirements, and 
reached an agreement on landscaping. 


It left in the noise abatement re­ 
quirement because that is about to be­ 
come a state regulation, and insisted 
on underground utilities. On the rest of 
the 
requirements, 
it 
instructed 
the 
staff to work them out with Lewis. 
The council then lauded both Lewis 
and the city staff and commissions for 
turning 
in 
“excellent 
environmental 
impact reports.” 


Lewis wants to build 
125 $50,000

efforts of citizens to find solutions and 
provide for an improved community.

The Claremont Unified School Dis­ 
trict board Monday night shared with 
district taxpayers a list of 51 options 
the board might choose to take to cut 
into a $1.2 million deficit the district 
faces in fiscal 1975-76. 
The list of options, which includes 
dosing up two schools, keeping teacher 
salary increases at 10 per cent, and 
increasing pupil-teacher ratios at ele­ 
mentary. intermediate and high school 
leveis, was the result of two workshop 
meetings the board held with parents 
and teachers. 
The 51 options, if taken by the board, 
would cut $824,400 from the $1.2 million 
deficit. 
District Supt. R. S. Kirkendall ex­ 
plained that the district is in a bind 
because of the relationship between the 
actual inflation rate which has reached 
12 per cent a year and the unrealistic 
inflation allowance of 4.3 per cent spe­ 
cified by Senate Bill 90 for the Clare­ 
mont district. 
Business Manager Charles R. Abbott 
explained that the district may meet 
the deficit by taking some or all of the 
options and combining them with up to 
$470.000 in reserves and asking the vo­ 
ters for a tax rate increase in a reve­ 
nue limit election next spring. 
Each $1 increase in the tax rate 
would generate $706.500. 
Dan Sauter. 1917 N. Mountain Ave., 
said that he thinks from a business 
standpoint the board should ask what it 
needs, and suggested $1.50 per $100 as­ 
sessed valuation.

Huron 
Drive, said he feels the district needs 
the larger amount of $1.50, but is real­ 
ly afraid the voters wouldn’t go tor it. 
Board 
member 
Beverly 
Shacklett 
said that “our child’s education is one 
of the most important things we have, 


and I hope people would be willing to 
tighten their belts elsewhere.” 
Kirkendall stressed that if the board 
should choose to use $470.000 in re­ 
serves to make up the deficit, and 
leave only $200.000 in district reserves, 
“we must address ourselves to what 
we can do the following year when we 
don’t hate any reserves to spend.” 
Kirkendall explained that a three- 
year projection of income and expendi­ 
tures for the district revealed a $450,- 
000 deficit during 1974-75, a $1.2 million 
deficit for 1975-76, and a $1.7 million 
deficit for 1976-77, assuming the dis­ 
trict maintains its present program. 
Board member Arthur 
Steffen 
in 
looking at the options said that he 
would rather retain teachers than ma­ 
terials for a meaningful education. 
He said he has “real hard wrestling 
concerns about increasing class sizes.” 
Kirkendall warned that during the 
next year the district shouldn t assume 
any change in legislation which would 
benefit it financially.

Grand jury rejects teacher 


appeal to probe school hiring 


Street cleaning prompts heated council debate 


The San Bernardino County Grand 
Jury has rejected a request by Asso­ 
ciated Chino Teachers (ACT) to con­ 
duct an investigation into hiring prac­ 
tices of the Chino Unified School Dis­ 
trict. 
In a letter to schools Supt. Royce 
Lapp, a grand jury spokesman said 
Monday., “ We will not undertake an in­ 
vestigation into personnel practices of 
your district at this tim e.” 
• Victor Bilek, chairman of the jury’s 
complaints committee, did not disclose 
reasons for declining an investigation. 
He did say that “we trust this letter 
will serve as an instrument in uniting 
interested parties.” 
Helen Orr, ACT president who had 
requested a probe on Oct. 8, said that 
she had “ no comment” on the rejec­ 
tion. She added that she had been out 
of town recently and had not yet read 
her mail. 
Late last month, Miss Orr claimed 
the jury had granted the ACT’s request 


for an investigation. However, William 
E. Walk, Jr., foreman of the grand 
jury, quickly contradicted her, saying 
teachers had not provided enough in­ 
formation to warrant an investigation. 
Penal code references cited by the 
district attorney’s office indicated the 
law was “too narrow” to perm it such a 
probe. 
Miss Orr had declared that “winning 
candidates” are determined for school 
district jobs before openings are even 
formally announced. Also, “favored” 
persons are placed in positions for 
which they might not hold appropriate 
credentials, she said. 
Lapp, who has been quite critical of 
the ACT request, said the grand jury’s 
decision “ couldn’t have turned out any 
other way. As I stated in the begin­ 
ning, teachers never presented specific 
violations of personnel policies in the 
distrtict. To this date, I have received 
no answer from those 
making the 
charges, as to specifics.”

The Montclair City Council referred 
a recommendation for a $41,000 expan­ 
sion of the street sweeping service to 
staff for study after considerable de­ 
bate Monday night which ended with 
one councilman angrily opposing the 
others. 


City Administrator Lauren Wasser- 
man, Tom Mauk, assistant city admin­ 
istrator, and Carl Sawtell, director of 
public works, presented the recom­ 
mendation from the community action 
committee which called for the pur­ 
chase of a third sweeper for $25,100 
and allocated $11,940 for the salary and 
benefits for an operator and another 
$4,000 for maintenance equipment and 
supplies. 


The 
council 
had, 
on 
an 
earlier 
agenda item, approved $5,455 from the 
contingency fund to be added to the 
budgeted $18.600 for a new sweeper. 
The extra cost was due to inflation. 
The 1968 sweeper was to be traded in 
and the city owned 1970 sweeper would 
serve as backup. 
The community action 
committee 
recommendation 
was 
prompted 
by 


claims of lack of thoroughness and fre­ 
quency in clearing the debris from the 
streets of this West End town. The 
t h r e e adm inistrators recommended 
that the council deny the committee 
suggestion prim arily because of bud­ 
getary considerations at this time. 
It soon became apparent that Council­ 
man Nelson Gentry’, the newest member 
ot the council who campaigned on city 
beautification, was on one side of the 
fence and the other council members 
on the other. 
“ In view of the amount — $40,000 — 
I’m sure our present budget could not 
handle this.” said Paul Jones. 
“ It 
would be more appropriate to consider 
at budget tim e.” 
Mayor 
Harold 
Hayes 
commented 
that the committee was fulfilling its 
obligation 
of 
examining 
community 
problems and submitting them to the 
council for evaluation. He suggested 
utilizing deposit areas in various sec­ 
tions of the city’ to reduce cost and 
miles traveled to the city yards to 
dump accumulated debris throughout 
the day. 
These 
collection 
areas 
would 
be 
cleared periodically, said the mayor. 
Sawtell reported that 30 complaints 


had been received through the public 
works office in 
1973 on the street 
sweeping program . The two sweepers 
cover 75 curb miles for the major tho­ 
roughfares of Monte Vista. Central. Be­ 
nito. 
Kingsley, 
Benson. 
Mills, 
Palo 
Verde. Moreno, Ramona and Orchard 
avenues. Arrow Highway, Holt Boule­ 
vard and San Bernardino Road. 
Gentry contended that the figure of 
30 complaints was wrong, that he had 
talked with numerous citizens in a per­ 
sonal survey who had not only voiced 
continual complaints with the street 
sweeping but other city services such 
as tree trimming. He queried Sawtell 
on “What has the public works depart­ 
ment done in a year and a half to im­ 
prove the program ?” 
The public works director reminded 
the councilman that during budgetary 
discussions for 1974-75, he requested an 
additional street sweeper and operator 
and was refused. 
Mayor Pro-tem Ernest Rowley in­ 
jected “It is the responsibility erf the 
individual property owner to take care 
of his own leaves. He has no ngirt to 
sweep his leaves into the street and 
expect the city street sweeper to come 
along and pick them up.” 


“ It is necessary to maintain good 
service, but until such time that there 
is more money available, you just 
can’t go anv further than we are. The 
property owner is vacating his own 
responsibility and expects the city to 
do it, and at the same time, he’s com­ 
plaining about tax increases,” Rowley 
concluded. 


Gentry angrily spoke of the city's 
responsibility' to “take the first step.” 
but added he was not in favor of the 
community action committee’s recom­ 
mendation. 


“By and large, most streets are 
swept adequately in this city. Within 
the budgetary constraints placed cat 
you by this body, you are doing a goad 
job,” Councilman Tom McClure said to 
Sawrtell. 


With that, McClure moved that the 
council direct staff to study the prob­ 
lem more extensively and prepare a 
recommendation for the 1975-76 budget. 
He asked for no action “at this time.” 


And he promptly met with a loud pro­ 
test from Gentry. The two men ex­ 
changed heated barbs before Hayes 
called for a vote on the motion. Gentry 
said nothing on the vote call.

Kent State; truth 


before punishment 


There seems little doubt that had the ease of the 
eight Ohio National Guardsmen charged in the May 
•4, 1970 shoofings at Kent State University gone to 
the jury, the verdict would have been for acquittal. 
Several of the jurors have stated that. the\ con­ 
curred in the decision by federal Judge Frank J. 
fcattisti to stop the trial. 


Nor is there much doubt that the decision meets 
with the approval of most Americans. It had always 
seemed a gross injustice that these eight men, out 
of all those who contributed to the making of the 
tragedy, and the only guardsmen honest enough to 
admit to the FBI that they had fired their weapons 
at the demonstrators, should have been singled out 
to bear the responsibility for what Battisti called a 
“deplorable” series of mistakes and blunders. 


Even so. having come that, far, it is regrettable 
that the trial was not permitted to run its course. 


Although legalistically correct in finding that the 
prosecution had not. proved williul intent on the part 
of the guardsmen to deprive the students of their 
constitutional rights, by basing his ruling solely on 
the narrow letter of the Reconstruction era law un­ 
der which they were indicted. Judge Battisti has left 
unresolved all the questions that still cloud the 
tragedy. 


None of the guardsmen took the stand to testify. 
None of their officers was questioned, nor were any 
of the state and local officials responsible for send­ 
ing the troops onto the campus in the wake of 
rioting and destruction by students protesting the 
Cambodian invasion. And, of course, none of them 
were cross-examined. 


Peter Davies, the New York businessman whose 
book, “The Truth About Kent State,” did so much to 
force the reopening of the investigation, contrasts 
Battisti’s decision with the way Judge John Sirica 
has handled the Watergate coverup trial. 


Sirica’s goal has been to get. the truth out.. “The 
final result in terms of what the jury decides," says 
Davies, "is almost secondary to the principal aim of 
finding out what really happened.” 


Dean Kahler, one of the wounded students, who is 
paraivzed for life because of a guardsman’s bullet, 
said after the directed acquittal that he did not be­ 
lieve the guardsmen should have been convicted. 
But “they should have gotten on the stand as I did” 
and contributed to the history of the United States. 


At the other extreme, however, are the newly dis­ 
illusioned and embittered parents of the tour slain 
students. The guardsmen are “murderers,” says 
Martin Scheuer. the father of one, whom “God will 
punish even if the government, doesn't.” 


The dismissal of federal charges against the eight 
guardsmen does not mean the end of the matter. 
They, along with Ohio Gov. James Rhodes, formei 
Kent State President Robert White and several 
guard officers, still face civil suits brought by the 
parents. The trial on these suits is set foi fedeial 
court in Cleveland on April 7. 


The determination of the parents to secure what 
they consider justice for their children is wholly un­ 
derstandable. But. it is not likely that this trial, any 
more than the abortive one just, concluded, will 
bring out the “truth” about Kent. State. l*oi them is 
no one simple, unextenuated "truth1 
about what 
happened that day, no one unmistakable villain or 
villains. 
The most that can be hoped for is that, finally, 
those involved will be allowed to put their stories on 
the official record. There will be no “justice’ but 
perhaps there will be at long lust an end to the 
tragedy. 


Speed and death 


That the 55-mile per hour speed limit has reduced 
accidents seems fairly obvious from the v arious sta­ 
tistics available. But the Highway Users Federation 
has offered some further figures that may dilute the 
significance of those statistics. 


For example, the Federation points out. that tatal 
accidents are down almost as much on city streets 
which aren’t affected by the 55 mph law. On undei- 
55 rural roads, they are down at least 75 per cent, as 
much as on over-55 roads. 


All this need not denegrate the safety factor in the 
55 mile per hour limit. It could, for instance, b«. 
interpreted as indicating that the attention called to 
that safety factor in efforts to popularize the t n* 1 * 
gy-saving speed reduction has had at kast a subli­ 
minal effect on many drivers. 


Whether the lower speed limit is being honored oi 
not, something is happening to reduce highway and 
city traffic deaths. And that’s all to the good.

Trust-busters go after 'Ma Bell' 


Wa s h in g t o n — The biggest feder­ 
al antitrust case since Standard Oil 
was dismembered m 1011 
is almost 
ready for filing against the world’s lar­ 
gest corporation, American Telephone 
and Telegraph. 
In going after AT&T, whose assets 
total $67.5 billion, the Justice Depart­ 
ment’s trust-busters are 
seeking to 
bring down the cost ot equipment rang­ 
ing from home telephones to huge elec­ 
tronic complexes. 
A suit to force ‘‘Ma Bell” to give up 
her most profitable child. Western Elec­ 
tric Iras long been rumored. Now. we 
have learned, the decision is all but 
ready tor Atty. Gen. William Saxbe’s 
signature. This may come in the next 
few weeks. 
If the suit is successful, Western 
Electric, with its $7.37 billion in annual 
sales, would become an independent 
company. At. present, it is the manu­ 
facturing arm which supplies AT&T’s 
24 operating companies. It also sells 
vast quantities of equipment to the 
government and to other firms. 
By torcing Western Electric to com­ 
pete in supplying the AT&T subsi­ 
diaries and other buyers, Justice be­ 
lieves it can drastically reduce the 
costs of telephone and related services. 
The suit began to gather steam when 
small equipment-making companies be­ 
gan to grumble that “ Ma Bell” was 
using her monopoly position to boost 
Western Electric’s profits. 
These smaller firms produced evi­ 
dence that they could save companies 
millions in telephone and other com­ 
munications costs if they could com­ 
pete fairly. The savings would trickle 
down to every telephone user, they 
said. 
In addition to the Western Electric 
divestiture. Justice has also considered 
reducing the size of AT&T further by 
breaking off its research arm . Bell 
labs, and its long-distance network. 
This could further increase competition 
in the telephone business. 
But the focus, we have been told, 
will remain on Western Electric.

But Saxbe may be a victim of 
President Ford’s anticipated Cabinet 
shake-up. and some Justice attorneys 
fear the suit may be delayed until 
spring.

FOOTNOTE: At AT&T, a spokesman 
said, “we know of no antitrust suit 
against AT&T.” However, he added 
that AT&T had cooperated fully with 
the Justice Dept, and confidently ex­ 
pects when Justice weighs the facts, it 
will find no antitrust violation. AT&T 
pointed out that during the last few 
years, competition has increased vigo­ 
rously in the telephone equipment busi­ 
ness. 


NAVY GRAVY: The Navy has set­ 
tled a cost overrun case with Litton 
Industries for more than 18 times the 
original estimate. 
During a closed-door meeting at Lit­ 
ton shipyards in Pascagoula, 
Miss., 
Navy materiel chief Adm. I. C. Kidd 
and Litton Chairman Charles Thorton 
settled the claim for $19 million. 
Navy documents show that Litton 
had asked for 537 million and the Navy 
offered $962.057 The range was later 
narrowed by the Navy Claims Review 
Board to between $7.5 million and $12.5 
million. But Kidd threw out the board’s 
recommendation on grounds of “ tech­ 
nical and business m ents.” 
The settlement so upset Sen. William 
Proxmire, D.-Wis., that he asked the 
General Accounting Office to investi­ 
gate for evidence of a possible “ corpo­ 
rate bailout. ’ 
WATCH ON WASTE: As a public re­ 
lations gimmick, the Department of 
the Army spent $120,000 of the tax­ 
payers’ money for gaudy, multicolor 
plaques to be handed out to its friends. 
The first batch of 548 were specially 
delivered to members of Congress, pre­ 
sumably to butter ’ them up on appro­ 


priations. In fact, four king-sized ver­ 
sions were individually produced for 
the House and Senate Armed Services 
and 
Appropriations Committees that 
deal with Army affairs. This wiil still 
leave the Army with more than 20,000 
of the shields for decorating the offices 
of generals and others. 
An Army spokesman said the Army’s 
old plaques read “ Department of War” 
and have 
the 
flag 
incorrectly dis­ 
played, so the Army is replacing them. 


INTELLIGENCE DIGEST: Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger came home 
from the Middle East full of faith that 
a peaceful Arab-Israeli settlement is 
still possible. This is contradicted, how­ 
ever, by the secret intelligence esti­ 
mates. One Pentagon analysis fore­ 
casts that Israel will throw her milita­ 
ry forces against the Arabs next year. 
According to Pentagon logic, the Is­ 
raelis might seek to take over the oil 
fields of Kuwait or Saudi Arabia. This 
would give them a powerful bargaining 
card to negotiate a more favorable fin­ 
al settlement . . . Intelligence reports 
claim Israel has now replaced the mi­ 
litary hardware that was lost during 
the 1973 fighting. The Israelis are now 
considered stronger than ever . . . A 
CIA report quotes Syria’s fiery defense 
minister, 
Gen. 
Mustapha 
Tias, 
as 
threatening to renew the war against 
Israel. His threats are backed up by 
Soviet arms, which have been pouring 
into Syria. U.S. military experts doubt, 
however, that the Syrians can operate 
all the sophisticated equipment effec­ 
tively . . . 
Privately, Henrv Kissinger believes 
the Israelis should accept the Palestine 
Liberation Organization as the legiti­ 
mate spokesman for the Palestinian 
people. Israeli Prim e Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin told Kissinger bluntly, however, 
that Israel cannot deal with an organ­ 
ization that is unwilling to coexist but 
seeks the destruction of the Jewish 
state. His government would fall, Ra­ 
bin 
indicated, 
if he recognized the 
PLO.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — Some time ago, while on assign-; 
ment in the Middle East, I paid a routine visit to a Palestinian 
refugee camp in northern Lebanon. As it happened, several 
dozen Israeli soldiers paid a visit at about the same time, 
killing large numbers of camp inhabitants. 
The situation was coincidental, of course, but admittedly sus­ 
pect. The following morning I received a call from the Pales­ 
tine Liberation Organization which questioned my motives, 
suggested I was a Zionist spy, and pointedly urged my depar­ 
ture from the country lest a full investigation be made of my 
politics. 
I recount the story here so tfiat the reader will understand I 
have no illusions about the PLO. Some Lebanese fnends are 
still saying I was lucky not to be shot in the street. More * 
suspicion and sometimes even less than this is enough to pro- f 
voke the PLO. The group knows little morality in the pursuit 1 
of its goal of nationhood. 
Yet my belief is that the guerrilla organization, if often 
hom d, is completely legitimate and its pursuit entirely just., j 
The current Jewish anguish over the sudden rise m PLO sta­ 
ture is understandable, the fear of many that continued PLO 
gains may lead to new Middle East ravages is real, but these 
arguments are moot in the face of historic and contemporary 
reality. The PLO is Palestine at present and the western 
world gets nowhere by pretending otherwise. 
Actually, much of the resentment of the PLO is not only 
regressive ju t hypocritical. Israelis who condemn the refugee 
guerrillas as m urderers and baby killers are correct but un­ 
convincing because of their own history of bloodletting. Mur­ 
der and mayhem were much a p an oi the beginning of Israel: 
post World War II groups such as the Stern Gang stopped at 
nothing to reinsritute the Jewish homeland. Seme Israeli lea­ 
ders who now righteously refuse to “negotiate with terrorists” 
were active members of guerrilla sects which, on one pre- 
Israel occasion, bombed to death 90 people in a Palestine 
hotel, including not only innocent Arabs but Jews as well. 
Even today, as Israel laments PLO-provoked slaughters at 
Munich, at Lod airport, at Maalet, the truth is that there is 
terrible sin on both sides. Palestinians have killed an esti­ 
mated S00 IsraeLis since 1967: Israelis have killed three times 
that number of Palestinians. To call the former acts terrorism 
and the latter m ere “ reprisals” is muck. Both sides use sense­ 
less extremism, both employ terrorism and neither can argue 
piety with candor. 
Ironically, the similarities between the two peoples tioes not 
end with violence. Their histories and goals are remarkably 
alike. As the Jew did for centuries, the Palestine Arab has for 
the past 25 years struggled for soverign identity. 
PLO leader Yasir Arafat, not particularly brilliant con­ 
cerning anything else, is incisively persuasive on this point: 
“ We want only what the Jews have always wanted,” he once 
told me. “ our own place. And we wiil use what the Jews used 
to get it, force and public opinion.” At the time Arafat made 
the comment, Palestinians were using only force. Now, as he 
predicted, public sentiment is being added to the quiver. 
No doubt the public sentiment will grow. Palestinians are 
third world people and the third world man is now the average 
man of this generation. Even U.S. State Department officials 
privately concede the tide is unstoppable. In fact, some at 
State feel the Israelis are being unfair in expecting the United 
States to stay with the past in a time of the future. Tomor­ 
row’s dialogue in the Middle East will not be so much of 
righteousness as of coexistence. 
There is no question that Israel deserves to exist.. There thus 
can be none concerning the same right for Palestine. For 25 
years the refugees have been largely ignored by a world im­ 
pressed with Israeli progress — now it’s time to correct the 
imbalance; as Goethe said, “one mar.’s word is no man’s 
word, we should quietly hear both sides.”

LAMB — I am quite 
heavy, short (I’m 5-foot-3), and weigh 
229 pou is. I know this is too much 
weight. I need something to take it off 
quick. I want to know about the fat in 
the stomach that makes me look like 
I’m pregnt ir. Em exercising, which I 
can tell is hem ng, but what do you do 
with the tat that hangs at the bottom 
of the abdomen. 


DEAR READER — Anyone who has 
more than 15 cr 20 pounds to lose 
needs professional help. You just can’t 
do it safely and successfully alone. 
If you are willing to go at it very 
gradually you can use my plan. I’m 
sure your doctor will approve of it or 
some modification for you. Write to me 
at P. O. Box 1551, Radio City Station 
New York, N.Y. 10019 and ask for the 
booklet on Losing Weight. Send 50 
cents to cover costs. 
The diet plan is a balanced diet. It 
will give you about 1,400 calories a 
day. Any less than this amount usually 
requires special efforts to provide all

the necessary vitamins and minerals. 
You have to get over the idea that you 
are go ng to do this quickly. To do it 
safely it has to be slow and steady. 
The important point is to develop new 
eating patterns that will serve you well 
the rest of your life. 
You must have a medical examina­ 
tion see if you have other problems 
that may have contributed to your 
obesity. If you are low on thryoid or 
have some other endocrine problem, 
you will need medicines. 
About that fat on the lower abdomen. 
You will get rid of it gradually if ycu 
lose all your excess fat. Good exercise 
will help to decrease the size. For the 
lower abdomen you need the leg lift 
type exercises. But, you can’t get rid 
of the fat there with exercise unless 
you control your diet to eliminate fat. 
Finally you can have the excess skin 
that may still hang loose like an apron 
removed surgically. That obviously is 
the final step after removal of the ex­ 
cess fat. Anyone with as big a problem 
as ycu have can expect to have some 
extra skin when it’s over. I don’t 


think a doctor will want to remove the 
excess skin, though, until you have 
stabilized at a good weight for some 
time. He won’t want to do the surgery 
and see you regain all your weight. 


DEAR DR. LAMB — I am a 27-year- 
o!d female, five feet seven, and weigh 
1*0 pounds. I would like *o lose some 
weight. I’m a vegetarian which makes 
it more difficult to get enough protein. 
Can you give any suggestions? I do eat 
dairy products. 
DEAR READER — You won’t have 
any trouble. The Recommended Daily 
Allowance for protein for women your 
age is 46 grams. A quart of fortified 
skim milk contains over 40 grams. Use 
a quart a day or its equivalent in cot­ 
tage cheese or buttermilk. You can 
also use egg white as a good protein 
source. Milk protein is good protein 
and this, plus what you get in some 
mature bean seeds which you may be 
using as a vegetarian, will do very 
nicely. 
If you happen to get pregnant, you 
will need more protein.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - There is 
much talk these days about, the possi­ 
bility of a third party movement devel­ 
oping for the 1976 presidential elec­ 
tion. 
Some predict the third party ticket 
will be headed by Ronald Reagan. 
Some predict the candidate will be 
George Wallace. Others predict that 
Reagan and Wallace will be running 
mates. And still others predict that 
both will become third party candi­ 
dates and run against each other. 
As a “hot stove” topic in the off-sea­ 
son, this makes interesting speculation. 
But I personally am more interested in 
reports that a second party movement 
may soon get underway. 
Second party movements are nothing 
new, of course. They have waxed and 
waned 
periodically 
ever 
since 
the 
founding of the Republic. 
Generally speaking, their candidates 
have been leaders of lost causes that 


developed outside the mainstream of 
American politics. 
Typical of the genre are such second 
party candidates as Adlai Stevenson in 
1956, Barry Goldwater in 1964 and 
George McGovern in 1972. 
Although 
they 
sometimes 
attract 
enough votes to achieve the role of 
“spoilers” — McGovern, for example, 
kept Richard Nixon from winning Mas­ 
sachusetts —rarely are they serious 
threats to the other party’s candidates. 
However, a source active in current 
second party discussions told me the 
situation in 1976 might be different. 
“ If we can get Jerry Ford as our 
standard-bearer, and thus have the ad­ 
vantage of incumbency on our ticket, 
we have a real chance of pulling it 
off,” he said.

Kansas City scored in the first quar­ 
ter on a three-yard Len Dawson to Ed 
Podolak pass, a two-vard run by Podo- 
lak in the second period and a 41-yard 
Jan Stenerud field goal. 
Then came the change of events. 
Denver's Oliver Ross fumbled the 
second half kickoff on his own 12 and 
the Chiefs’ Geo Miller recovered. Two 
plays later. Woody Green fumbled and 
Denver's Bill Laskey recovered at the 
one.

Van Breda Kolff was named the sec­ 
ond head coach of the expansion New 
Orleans Jazz in as many months Mon­ 
day. He replaced Scotty Robertson, 
who was fired just hours before the 
Jazz lost their 15th game in 16 starts. 


It's been two years since the 52-year- 
old Dutchman coached in the NBA and 
more than six months since he had a 
coaching job. 
“ I’ve got a little boat yard up in Jer­ 
sey. where I live, and I’ve just been 
taking it easy— doing a little crabbing 
and a little fishing," Van Breda Kolff 
said. 
Last season Van Breda Kolff coached 
the Memphis Tams of the American 
Basketball Association to a 21-63 re­ 
cord and found himself out of a job for 
the second time in two seasons. He 
was fired as head coach of the NBA 
Phoenix Suns after just seven games 
ot the 1972 season. 
But two telephone calls from Jazz 
President Fred Rosenfeld last Satur­ 
day after New Orleans was demolished 
136-104 by the Atlanta Hawks brought 
Van Breda Kolff back to the coaching 
ranks. 
"We had one talk Saturday night and 
then Sunday they offered me the job,” 
the new coach said. "I usually don’t 
use words like ‘delighted’, but it’s the 
only word I can use for coming here." 
Van Breda Kolff worked with his 
new players Monday night and sched­ 
uled two practices today to study the 
squad before they meet Seattle in New 
Orleans Wednesdav night. 
“ I can’t really say what changes will 
be made. Every coach has his different 
ideas of what players can best gel the 
job done. We’ll just have to see.” 
Neither Van Breda Kolff nor Rosen­ 
feld would discuss term s of the new 
contract, although Robertson had had 
a multi-year pact wth the club. 
"No m atter what job I’ve ever had." 
Van Breda Kolff said, "I don’t like to 
talk about my contract. If you’re doing 
a good job you don’t have to worry, 
and if you’re not doing a good job you 
don’t have to worry either." 
Van Breda Kclff, who spent four 
years in the NBA as a player, coached 
college ball for 16 years, including a 
string at Princeton where he tutored 
Bill Bradley. 
In his four-year NBA coaching ca­ 
reer, he led the Los Angeles Lakers to 
two straight league championships and 
helped the Detroit Pistons to their best 
record in history.

hit 38 homers and drove in 111 runs. 
Brinkman, a 32-year-old veteran of 
14 major league campaigns, is re­ 
garded as one of the best fielding

.225. Last season Brinkman batted only 
.221 but set a career high with 14 
homers and 54 rbi's. In 1972 he set five 
major league fielding records and won 
the gold glove award.

For the season 
he made good on 21 of 21 PATs and 10 
of 13 field goal attempts. 
Settles was credited with five unas­ 
sisted and 12 assisted tackles Saturday 
as UCLA beat Oregon St. 33-14. Rentzel 
had four receptions for 87 yards in 
Sunday’s 20-7 loss to New Orleans. 
If USC defeats UCLA Saturday, the 


Trojans clinch the trip to the Rose 
Bowl. If UCLA should manage some­ 
how to upset the favored Trojans, it 
would only give the Bruins a tie with 
USC and the winner of the Stanford-Cal 
game. 
Cal is on probation and cannot go to 
the Rose Bowl. But if Stanford and 
UCLA win, the conference race will 
end in a three-way tie. Then the bowl 
bid will go to the team with the best 
overall record. 
Hence the bowl bid would have to 
wait until the USC-Notre Dame gam e 
is played. If USC should win, the Tro­ 
jans would get the bid. If Notre Dame 
won, UCLA would be the Pac 8 repre­ 
sentative. 
There is one chance UCLA could win 
the bid outright Saturday. If the Bruins 
upset USC and Stanford and Cal should 
tie, 
Stanford would be 
4-1-2 
while 
UCLA and USC would each be 5-1-1 in 
conference play. UCLA would then be 
tendered the bid because it would have 
defeated its co-titlist. 
In a poll of the writers Monday, 21 of 
23 picked USC to win by an average 
spread of 17 points. The two who pick­ 
ed UCLA had an average spread of 
four points. Largest margin for USC 
was 30 points. 
"I’ll be disappointed if even 15 points 
decides the gam e," said Vermeil. “ I 
think it will be very close. I don’t be­ 
lieve in odds. How many times have 


they been wrong over the years? We 
expect to play harder than we have all 
year and 1 think USC will do the 
same." 
The Bruins coach admitted he ex­ 
pects to put on more of an aerial dis­ 
play than UCLA has had since Jeff 
Dankworth replaced the injured John 
Sciarra at quarterback.

One of the reasons we are 


afraid of freedom is that we 
do not trust ou rselves or we 
are afraid of what we might 


go if we w ere totallv free, or 
if we didn’t artificially build 
up all rhe restrictions. Ano­ 
ther reason people fear free­ 
dom is that when they are 
free and open 
with

selves and others, their guard 
is down, thev have few de­ 
fenses. and ihey can therefore 
be easily hurt.

This is dang­ 
erous because we are apt to 
end up cutting ourseives oif 
from all our 'eelings and sin­ 
king into a state of numbness 
and boredom.

A tape recorder stores the 
sound of Your voice on a 
thin, plastic tape that has 
been treated with a chemical 
so it can be magnetized. 
To make a tape recording 
of your voice, you speak into 
a microphone. 
The microphone changes 
the sound waves into 
electrical signals that go 
into a part of the recorder 
called the recording head. 
The ribbonlike taoe moves 
through the recording head 
as it unwinds from one spool 
to another. 
The electrical signals 
made by your voice turn the 
recording head into a 
magnet which prints a kind of 
magnetic picture of the 
sounds on the tape. 


Wher ^he »ape is played, ?t 
is run past the recording 
head again. But this time, the 
magnetized tape magnetizes 
the recording head. 
The re c o rd in g head 
changes the magnetism into 
electricity, and a speaker 
turns the electricity into 
sound waves just like those 
your voice made.

WASiIIMGTON (UPT) - An 
American 
spacecraft 
v'on’t 
loiiii on Mars until 1976. but 
-.pace ap.ency scientists al- 
r. adv are looking aheaj to 
the benefits and dangers of 
an unmanned mission that 
would brna some Martian 
soil back to earth.
